Boston, Sept. 4th, 1876. 
RELIGIOUS NOTES. 

Yesterday witnessed the opening of 
nearly all the churches that have been 
closed during the summer months, and 
the return of pastors and people to their 
wonted places in the sanctuary. 

The pastor elect of the: Park Street 
Church, the Rev. J. L. Withrow, D. D., 
formerly of Indianapolis, Ind., began 
his pastorate with that society yester- 
day, preaching all day to large andi- 
ences. .In the morning, before opening 
his discourse, Dr. Withrow told his peo- 
ple how much dependence he should put 
upon the weekly prayer-meetings in 
furthering the‘work of the church. He 
said he hoped that hour of prayer and 
conference would be the happiest of the 
seven days in the week, and that at the 
meeting next Friday evening he should 
endeavor to explain his method of con- 
ducting these gathering. He then an- 
nounced as his text, “Good will toward 
men.” After referring to the words of 
the text as appropriate for the day, 
and as expressing the spirit of the 
Church of Christ, the preacher said that 
men have been deceived in thinking 
that the evangelical God hasa stern and 
forbidding countenance and a fierce eye. 
There is not a section of the Calvinistic 
creed which would sanction this. In 

personal appearance Dr. Withrow is de- 
cidedly prepossessing, and in this respect,

The Shawmut Avenue Baptist Church 
was re-opened yesterday, and the wor- 
shipers were pleasantly surprised at the 
beautiful appearence of the interior. 
During the summer vacation the entire 
woodwork was cleaned and repainted, 
new cafpets laid, and the walls beauti- 
fully frescoed, completely changing its 
aspect. The frescoing is in the Egyp- 
tian-Pompeiian style, bright, cheerful, 
and agreeable to the eye; the carpets 
are very handsome, the colors being scar- 
let and black, and the pattern small and 
pretty. Rev. Wayland Hoyt, the beloved 
pastor of this church, has not returned 
from Ohio, where he spent his vacation, 
but will probably be in his pulpit next 
Sunday. 

The Bromfield Street Church, which 
has been undergoing alterations, was re- 
opened Sunday morning, the sermon 
being preached by Bishop Gilbert 
Haven. The interior of the church in 
its present condition presents a decided 
improvement, inasmuch as the raising 
of a portion of the roof furnishes a 
much needed light. The pulpit was 
very finely decorated with flowers, and 
the attendance was very large. The 
Bishop traced the progress made during 
the century just closed, and spoke of 
many prejudices which had been over- 
come ; and in speaking of emigration, 
he said that the Mongolian flow was 
Their cleanly features, dress, 
manners, sobriety, industry, and econ- 
omy all go for naught. ‘* We go for 
the Heathen Chinee.”?

A new Jewish Synagogue was con- 
secrated in this city yesterday, and the 
exercise occupied the entire afternoon, 
commencing at 3 o’clock. This new 
place of worship is the fine hall in Paine 
Memorial building, and it seems rather 
singular that so soon after the structure 
was dedicated to the memory of that 
able free-thinker a portion of it is to be 
the religioushome of the Israelites. The 
audience was quite equal tothe capacity 
of the hall, and comprised many of our 
well known citizens, Attorney General 
Train, Hon. George W. Warren, and 
others being present. Rev. Dr. H. W. 
Schneeberger, of New York, officiated, 
and Rev. 8. Reinstein was the Chasan. 
After the discourse, a prayer for the 
Government was offered, in which the 
speaker was extremely thankful to God 
that this land had been so truly to them 
a land free from religious persecutions. 
The Scroll of the Law, writen in Wilna, 


‘Russia, by order of Sir Moses Monte- 


fiore, Bart., F. R. S., was then, accord- 
ing to the usual custom, dedicated, and 
the preacher paid high compliment to 
the one who had sent it to the people. 
At the weekly meeting of Methodist 
ministers, held at Wesleyan Hall this 
forenoon, the new Bishop for this dio- 
cese was present, and being introduced 
to the audience, made a few exceedingly 
pleasant and impromptu remarks. In 
the opening of his remarks he spoke of 
himself, and of the circumstances which 
had led him to come to his present place 
in Boston, the recent occupant of this 
bishopric requiring removal from the 
Boston climate on account of his health. 
Bishop Foster said that he had been a 
keeper-at-home, and that he had steadily 
attended to his duties as a minister, 
having, he was happy to say, been kept 
away but two Sundays by sickness in 
many years. With regard to other de- 
nominations, he had not a drop of big- 
otry in his system, and there was never 
a time in his life that he did not love 
every man or woman that was good. 


‘They are all my brethren, he said, not 


my half brethren. He wasa Methodist, 
a Hebrew of the Hebrews, but not big- 
oted. He should rejoice at the friend- 
ship and acquaintanceship of the clergy 
of all denominations. 

The proprietors of Brattle Square 
Church have received a letter from Rev. 
Dr. Lothrop, now in Europe, tendering 
his resignation as pastor. This an- 
nouncement will be acted upon at a 
meeting to be held next month. Dr. 
Lothrop has been absent a year. He 
relinquished his salary, partially on ac- 
count of the embarrassments of his so- 
ciety, and partially from a desire to en- 
joy much needed rest. With the ex- 
ception of Rev. Dr. Putnam, he has 
been settled longer than any pastor of 
a Boston church, having completed, on 
the seventeenth of June last, his forty- 
second year of pastoral duties, 

Mr.John N. Matthews was ordained 
pastor of the Joy Street Baptist Church, 
on Thursday evening. Rev. D. C. 
Eddy, D. D., preached the sermon on 
the security of the righteous in times of 
change and danger.

Paragraphs,

I. How shall the influence of Jaymen 
be more efficiently used in the church of 
Christ ? 

Laymen are doing mnch now to ad- 
vance the kingdom of the Redeemer ; 
they should be encouraged to do more. 
Some are very helpful by using much of 
their income to pay the expenses of the 
church, Others, having less income to 
be thus used, may yet be far more use- 
ful, by skillfully employing their rare 
and precious gift—that of harmonious- 
ly uniting business enterprise and di- 
rectly religious efforts. A third class is 
not sufficiently appreciated. Reference 
is made to those intelligent brethren, of 
calm judgment and warm hearts, who, 
after much reflection and prayer, feel 
it to be their duty to devote so much of 
their time and strength to earnest chris- 
tian labor for the good of souls, that 
they cannot consistently engage in busi- 


ness. Brethren who are evidently qual- 
ified for such “ christian work,” (now so 
much needed in all our cities) should 
not be stigmatized as ‘‘lazy”’ because 
they do not engage in business. Those 
who have this world’s goods should 
bless God for their privilege of helping 
to sustain such faithful and efficient la- 
borers. 

II. “My soul is wrapt up in Jesus!” 
In August, 1876, in a “ love feast”? in a 
great city, the presiding elder gratefully 
rehearsed what Methodism had done for 
him. He added, in substance, thus: 
“Tf the special adaptation of Methodism 
to promote personal piety should be a 
very prominent theme on this occasion, 
he hoped that those who are not Meth- 
odists would not think it strange.” 

The first response was promptly given 
by a colored brother, who joyfully ex- 
claimed: “ Jy soul is wrapt up in JE- 
sus!” In song, in prayer, in the rela- 
tion of christian experience, this was 
made fhe theme of the feast. 

Iil. What Judge Blake said: By 
Judge Blake, Walter Lawless was sen- 
tenced to five years in the State prison 
and $1000 fine, (the extent of legal 
penalty) “for enticing young girls in 
San Francisco to Oregon houses of ill 
fame.” The Judge remarked: “I have 
never passed sentence before where I 
thought the lawful penalty so inadequate 
to the crime.” Query: Do not such in- 
stances earnestly illustrate the necessity 
of retribution after this life? 


Boys in the Hop Fields. 


[The following communication speaks 
for itself, and we are happy to put on 
record so spontaneous and positive tes- 
timony in bebalf of a class that have 
proved a “terror,” not only to “ evil 
doers,” but to peaceably disposed citi- 
zens, in our community : | 


Eprror Pactric: In your column of 
‘‘ Brevities,” last week, you copy an 
item originating in the Stockton /nde- 
pendent, which charges some of the San 
Francisco boys in my employ, engaged 
in hop-picking, with untractableness ; 
that “‘ five of them ran away and got 
into the Lockeford church steeple, in 
the night, when they vigorously rang 
the bell,” etc. In justice to the boys, 
I wish to say that no such event occur- 
red. The boys, with scarce an excep- 
tion, have been tractable, faithful, and 
industrious, giving better satisfaction 
than the Chinamen heretofore employed. 
They are generally from respectable and 
worthy San Francisco families, conse- 
quently well brought up. A number 
have been regular attendants at the 
Lockeford church on Sunday, and even- 
ing meetings during the week. 

From my experience, I am satisfied 
that our hop and fruit-growers, and 
farmers generally, can make selections 
from our own unemployed boys and 
young men, that will better please them 
than the Chinese now so generally un-

The Pacific Sunday-school Lesson 
Help, 


Lesson for Sunday, October 8th, 1876 
—Acts vil: 35-50. 

STEPHEN’S DEFENSE—CONTINUED. 

Recur to the main point of Stephen’s 
defense, and his argument. 

Main point—By reference to the his- 
tory of the Jews to reverse the charge, 
and to convict his accusers themselves 
of blasphemous words and deeds. 


His argument—1. Shows, by various 
particulars, the sovereign grace of God 
and his purpose to redeem his people. 
2. This providence and grace they had 
despised and set at naught—the fathers, 
in the treatment of the prophets; the 
children, in the rejection and crucifixion 
of the Lord’s Anointed. Conclusion— 
Therefore, it is not Stephen, but his ac- 
cusers, who are guilty of blasphemy 
against Moses and the law, and against 
God. 

Scope of the lesson—To show that 
the Jews despised and set at naught the 
grace of God in the denial of their 
greatest ancient ruler and prophet; also 
the great error and wrong both of ther 
belief and practice. 

Analysis,—V erses 30-34—The divine 


| commission given to Moses, as the ruler 


and deliverer of Israel. 

Vs. 35-36—Moses, at first despised, 
exalted and commissioned by God, and 
his commission fulfilled —God being 
with him, and working through him 
with mighty power. 

Vs. 37-40—Moses, although a great 
prophet, a leading type of the Great 
Prophet, and giving such glorious proph- 
ecy of him who “ was to come” and to 
be “the Hope of Israel”; and although 
a mediator between God and his people, 
receiving his “‘ living words,” or “words 
of life’? from God on the mountain and 
giving them to the people—notwith- 
standing this his exaltation, and the glo- 
ry and grace of his mission, yet this 
Moses was despised and rejected, and 
another leader demanded. ‘‘ Turned to 
Egypt ”—the people longed for the old 
enjoyments and modes of life in Egypt. 
“ Make us gods ’—probably an image 
or likeness of God, whose agent, Moses, 
they regarded as lost. 

Vs. 41-43—Show, as a result of the 
alienation of Israel’s heart from God, a 
consequent estrangement of life, cor- 
ruption of worship, and idolatrous prac- 
tice. ‘Calf, or bull”—symbol or 
image of the Divine One, the symbolic 
idea borrowed from Egypt. ‘God 
turned ”— signifies God’s merited dis- 
pleasure henceforth resting upon his 
sinful people. ‘* Prophets”? — Stephen 
refers to the prophet Amos, who declares 
that an idolatrous heart nullified, in the 
wilderness, even their sacrifice to Jeho- 
vah, and that this heart led to actual 
idolatry — star worship (‘* Moloch,” 
“ Remphan,” sidereal deities); for which 
sin God declares his purpose to send 
them into captivity. 

Vs, 44-50—Show that no “ taberna- 
cle” or ‘*sanctuary,’ not even the 
boasted temple at Jerusalem, is capable 
of containing God, or can claim, exclu- 
sively, his presence and favor; for he 
himself, by his prophet, (Isa. Ixvi) dis- 
claims it, and shows that he fills im- 
mensity with his presence, and cannot, 
therefore, be limited to any limited space 
or place—language which indicates, on 
the part of Stephen, the very highest 
conception of God, and the profoundest 
veneration ; and effectually disposes, 
therefore, of the slander (made by his 
enemies) that he contemned God and his 
prophet. 

Inferential and instructive.—1. Moses 
a type of Christ”—‘‘A prophet like 
unto me.” Particularize the similitude. 

2. The glory of the type swallowed 
up and lost in the greater glory of the 
Anti-type: Moses, @ prophet; Christ, 
“the Prophet to come.” Moses, address- 
ed by God, or “the angel”; Christ, 
God himself, speaking directly to his 
people. 

38. The same cause or causes that led 
to the denial of Moses, led also to the 
rejection of Christ—flesh triumphing 
over spirit, sight more powerful and 
controling than faith. 

4, The God of the fathers, who spake 
to them “the words of life” by the 
prophets,” is also our God—a God “rich 
in mercy,” revealing himself from ‘‘ first 
to last ” in Christ, in whom “all the 
law and the prophets are fulfilled.” 

5. Out of our “evil heart of unbe- 
lief’? arise rebellious and high thoughts, 
leading to alienation from God, and to 
all manner of sinful and hateful prac- 


tices. 
6. Though “ the heaven of heavens” 


cannot contain God, yet he graciously 
vouchsafes his special presence in “ sanc- 
tuaries”? made with hands and conse- 
crated to his service; and will make the 
hearts of “the humble and contrite 
ones” his chosen temple.

Dr Falk and Edward Lasker. 


An exchange says: The future in the 
German empire will lie between Dr. 
Falk, as leader of the Bismarck policy, 
and Edward Lasker, as leader of the op- 
Dr. Falk, who 
has given his name to the most remark- 
able ecclesiastical legislation of this cen- 
tury, isa man in the prime of strength, 
as usually estimated, for he is not yet 
fifty years of age. He isidentified with 
Bismarck’s idea of crushing Ultraamon- 


-tanism, and has really borne the heat 


and burden of the day—the details of 
anti-Vatican campaign and of the school 
laws having been his entirely. He is as 
fearless and resolute as Bismarck, and 
has even a rougher tongue and a more 
sarcastic wit. 


The oppnsition to this burly and pow- 
erful figure will be led by Edward Las- 
ker. He is diminutive in person, is youn- 
ger than Dr. Falk, having been born in 
1829, and has that fount of vital force 
which seems to be the endowment of 
little men like M. Thiers and Earl Rus- 
sell, who are also great politicians. Las- 
ker is a Jew, who hasnever apostatized, 
and who has all the fascinating power 
of his race. Heis a patriot who isa 
statesman from a sense of duty, and a 
citizen above reproach. Politically, he 
is the first commoner in Prussia, the 
leader of the Parliamentary majority, 
accepting Bismarck’s measures only 
when they are imbued with liberal 
principles, and frequently deprives those 
measures of the features most prized by 
the Prince himself. Last year, this ma- 
jority, under Lasker’s leadership, proved 
too strong even for the government. 
Outside of the Bismarckian circle there 


is no personality so commanding as that 


of Lasker. He is the hope of the Ger- 
man middle-class, of the class that does 
not object to righteous wars—that is to 
say, wars waged in ,the interest of Ger- 
many—but that would, at the same 
time, prefer to see the commerce of Ger- 
many flourish rather than big batallions. 
He is a sworn foe to the pretensions of 
the Vatican, yet a jealous guardian of 
the civil rights of the Ultramontanes. 
To the earnestness of Mr. Gladstone— 
an earnestness which has made him the 
butt of heavy Berlin caricature, but has 
also enabled him to disregard it-he adds 
not a little of that power over young in- 
tellects which belongs to Mr. Disraeli. 
“In fine,” concludes our.contemporary, 
of whose views we have givena conden- 
sed summary, ‘‘there is no more promis- 
ing force in German politics than Ed- 
ward Lasker, and it is a pleasing cir- 
cumstance that the politial conflict of 
the future should be waged between 
men whose character is so high and 
whose convictions are so sincere as those 
of the Liberal, and his opponent, Dr. 
Falk.”

It sometimes occurs to us that the bab- 
ies get more than their share of petting. 
Not that anybody can help it. The dear 
little dimpled things, with their sweet 
ways and their helpless dependence, and 
the charm of some new revelation every 
day, invite our caresses, and our whole 
store of complimentary adjectives.

ten look very much surprised at a kiss 
bestowed out of the regular way. The 
habit of a morning and evening salute is 
kept in families where it is merely me- 
chanical and perfunctory. Yet that is 
better than no kissat all. The magnet- 
ism of mother-love, shown to the boy or 
girl, howe ver unamiable their transitory 
mood may be, is strong enough to save 
them from much unhappiness, or from 
the attacks of temptation. Do not 
slight so strong a power. Even though 
you feel diffident in taking up what 
should never have been laid aside, begin 
again, and pet you big sons and daugh- 
ters.

The National Temperance Publica- 
tion Society. 
SHALL IT LIVE OR STARVE OUT? 


‘Temperance 


A very insignificant sum, say ten cents, an- 
nually contributed by each advocate and ad- 
herent of the cause of temperance, would 
create a fund amply sufficient for the purposes 
of a completely successful National Publica- 
tion House. There are at least a million of 
individuals in the U.S. who, if called upon 
to do so, would, without hesitation, give from 
ten cents to a dollar or more to aid a general 
movement in this direction. Ten cents from 
a million persons would make a fund of one 
hundred thousand dollars. With such a fond 
the National Temperance Society, now strug- 
gling against the most harassing difficulties and 
obstacles, could secure the production of a 
large variety of most useful and interesting 
temperance literature, and send it broadcast 
through every state and territory of the union : 
the National Advocate could also be sent out 
weekly in place of monthly, a most desirable 
improvement, 

The National Temperance Society has so 
far been sustained by the donations of a very 
few liberal temperance men, chief among whom 
is the eminently great and good William E. 
Dodge of New York. His donations have 
amounted to many thousands: yet when the 
Society was recently found to be fourteen thou- 
sand dollars in debt, he offered to pay half the 
‘amount if other people could be found to pay 
the other half. 

One generous Christian philanthropist offers 
to give seven thousand dollars to the best of 
noble purposes, provided seven hundred thou- 
sand other temperance’ people will covtribute 
one cent apiece and no answer has been return- 
ed. Not because of a niggardly spirit on the 
part of the challenged, but entirely owing to 
a general apathy and indifference which is ever 
the great barrier in the way of any general 
movement in the direction of good. | | 

The purpose of this article is to suggest the 
acceptance of the challenge of Mr. Dodge: 
not to raise merely one half of the sum re- 
quired to pay the debt, but to collect and raise 
a million dimes on next Thanksgiving day as 
a national publication fund for 1877, and thus 
relieve him and others, so heavily taxed in the 
past, from an enormous and thankless burden 
in the future. 

The Society in question is not a Good Tem- 
plar institution, or the property or organ of 
any temperance crder : it is the organ of the 
temperance world and assuch is entitled to the 
sympathy and support of every good citizen. 
It fights the battle of every temperance work- 
er of whatever name and its success will be a 
victory for the interests of Christianity, mo- 
rality, peace, virtue, and every moral and 
financial scheme that tends to benefit mankind. 

The objection will be raised, “Why not, if 
we make a collection, apply it to local agencies 
of temperance.” ‘To this the reply is, there is 
no local paper or agency that can use such a 
fund with such good results, and the more the 
National Temperance Advocate and temper- 
ance tracts and textbooks and other temper- 
ance literature are distributed in your state, 
the more your state organ and other state 
agencies will be patronized and benefited. 

The proposition is now offered, that the va- 
rious temperance societies, the churches, the 
Sabbath-schools, Bands of Hope, etc., and es- 
pecially the Ladies Temperance Unions, be 
requested to appoint certain of the lady mem- 
bers of their society and community to canvas 
their appointed districts on next Thanksgiving 
day for the benefit of this fund ; that the man- 
agers of the National Temperance Publication 
House, 58 Reade St., New York, be requested 
to print a concise and effective circular of in- 
vitation to the state committees or executive 
heads of every religious and temperance soci- 
ety as well as of the Patrons of Husbandry 
and other orders to cooperate in carrying out 
this important project. 

That said circular should set forth the object 
of the society and advise a system of remit- 
tance by which contributing societies and com- 
munities may be assured that their monies 
have reached the proper destination. 

That all the temperance papers of the con- 
tinent adopt this movement, endorse it, and 
give it publicity and that all temperance 
agencies of every name and description unite 
to make it a complete success.

Dr. Dio Lewis on Temperance. 


In his rambles through this state, Dr. Dio 
Lewis spoke to the people of South Vallejo on 
the subject of temperance. An exchange re- 
ports : 

The Methodist, Presbyterian, Baptist, Con- 
gregational, and, perhaps other churches also, 
were closed, to allow the congregations to unite 
in a union temperance meeting. Farragut 
Hall was filled with a highly respectable, deep- 
ly attentive and very apprciative audience kept 
in wrapt attention for an hour or more. 
After Dr. Lewis bad read the first nine verses 
from the sixth chapter of Galatians, a 
quartette was sung by the choir. Dr. Lewis 
then commenced his lecture by saying that 
man has five natures, physical, intellectual, so- 
cial, moral, and religious, and that Christ died 
to save man—to purify, to dignify, elevate and 
save the body as well as the soul. The lecturer 
gave statistics presented by English judges, 
not themselves abstainers, showing that nine- 
tenths and even ninety-nine hundredths of 
crimes committed are caused through the use 
of intoxcating drinks. And when the lecturer 
remembered that wine is now the second pro- 


duct in California, his hope for this state 


grows faint. The doctor laid down the fact 
that alcohol per se is a poison, and illustrated 
it by different examples. Dividing drinkers 
into three classes, the drunkards, the frequent 
drinkers and occasional drunkards, and the 
kid glove so-called respectable drinkers, he 
showed that the last class is principally, if not 
entirely, responsible for the drinking customs 
of society. He also stated that women some- 
times let themselves out as recruiting officers 
for the devil’s army and evforced the fact by 
referring to such occasions as visits on New 
Year's Day. After referring to the allure- 
‘mtnts of saloons, he said that the churches 
should provide suitable and attractive places 
in which young men can spend their evenings 
7 an innocent manner, and away from the se- 
ductive saloon influences. In answer to the 


rible drinking usages of society, the doctor 
humorously referred to the various legal enact- 
ments proposed by different persons, and then 
declared, what is certainly true, that the wo- 
men of this land could entirely destroy the 
upas tree of intemperance, root and branches. 
There should be a suitable committee of ladies 
in every church to go in a Christ-like spirit to 
drinkers and drink-sellers, and they could as- 
suredly destroy this evil and also benefit them- 
selves by using this blessed opportunity to do 
good. The lecturer then closed in most elo- 
quent strains by the recital of an intensely 
thrilling anecdote.

to infamy which when they were married 
the could scarcely believe possible. Love 
of finery is in fact the parent of miserable 
matrimony and divorce?’ 

Not only that—the editor goes on to rea- 
son—it is the same love of finery that is dis- 
couraging matrimony. ‘‘ Young men can’t 
afford to take a wife.” Besides, (we quote 
again) “‘ the experience many of these same 
wooing men gain of other men’s wives is 
very often by no means of a nature to en- 
courage an ardor for matrimony.” In con- 
clusion, the Wor@ expresses the solemn 
conviction that mén cannot be too reso- 
lute in the steps they take todiminish this 
greatevil.

Educational Jottings. 


Williams College will have at least 
185 in college classes. 

Eighty-five were admitted to the 
Freshman class at Amherst. 

The Brown University faculty have 
resolved against secret societies. 

Mr. I. J. Furber establishes at Bow- 
doin the Prof. William Smyth scholar- 
ship worth $0000. 

Prof. Huxley has concluded to de- 
molish the “ Miltonic”’? instead of the 
** Mosaic” doctrine of creation. 


Rev. S. V. Blakeslee is on the mem- 
bership committee of the new Spelling 
Reform Association, of which Prof. F. 
O. March is President, and Prof. W. D. 
Whitney is a Vice President. 


The Johns Hopkins University, at 
Baltimore, was opened on the 12th of 
September. Several of our exchanges 
remark the fact that no religious exer- 
cise accompanied the service. Prof. 
Huxley was the divinity of the occasion, 
we suppose ; for he said the future be- 
longs to the man who can furnish it 
with ideas. 


The Educational Convention. 


The great topics which occupied the 
Educational Convention recently assem- 
bled in this city, were those relating to 
the University. The University was 
ably represented by papers read by Pre- 
fessors Kellogg, Joseph LeConte, Hil- 
gard, Sill, Pioda, and Pres. LeConte. 
Prof. Kellogg combated the theory of 
those who hold that the State should 
furnish opportunities for primary educa- 
tion alone. Prof. Hilgard said, in the 
course of his address: “It is a safe 
maxim that the State should only do 
what cannot well be done by private en- 
terprise. I contend that education, es- 
pecially the higher education—the in- 
struction in principles—must at present 
be done by State aid, because it is too 
costly, both as regards competent in- 
structors, and the means and appliances 
of instruction, for private enterprise.” 
But Prof. Huxley is reported to be sur- 
prised at the extraordinary amount of 
money given by private gentlemen for 
purposes of education in America. 


Pres. LeConte remarked: ‘‘ The or- 
ganization of our University recognizes 
the aggregation of distinct colleges, con- 
sisting of a College of Letters and sev- 
eral Colleges of Science. Hence, the 
times of admission cannot be identical. 
Moreover, under existing circumstances, 
the time devoted to the preparation of 
Students for entering the Classical Col- 
lege must be far greater than that re- 
quired for those entering either of the 
Colleges of Science. This inequality is 
unavoidable. The student who aspires 
to be an accomplished scholar, must ex- 
pect to devote a greater time to the 
groundwork of instruction than the stu- 
dent who prepares for a technical edu- 
cation. Both classes of students should | 
take rank as intelligent and educated 
citizens, and be able to express their 
thoughts with clearness and perspicuity; 
but the scholar is supposed to have gone 
deeper into the philosophy of literature. 
Doubtless, if the teaching of the ele. 
ments of science could be delegated to 
the schools, the time devoted to prepa- 
ration would be more nearly equalized.”

Sider some way of making a better con- 
hection between high schools and col- 


leges and the University. 


Country, nor Ciry.—A Dr. Dunn 
has been looking up the matter of sites 
for colleges, and he thinks he finds in 
the facts of the existing most prosper- 
ous colleges reason to affirm: “If the 
history of the past be not deceptive, and 
the faots and figures fallacious, it is 
plain that a commercial metropolis or 
State capital is not the place for a col- 
lege. All the talk about ‘centers of in- 
fluence,’ and ‘superior advantages of 
noted lecturers and popular speakers,’ is 
folly. It is close, uninterrupted, and 
protracted study that makes the student. 
No profound scholar was ever made by 
a ‘cramming’ process, The farmer by 
cramming may make a great calf, but 
strong oxen are not made in that way. 
They grow. An empty head, or a mind 
superficially instructed may be improv- 
ed by a stuffing process, or by feeding 
ing on the garbage of the street, but 
great men are not made in that way. 
They grow. From the history of the 
past it is plain that colleges located in 
quiet rural towns do accomplish more 
work and better work with the same 
outlay than in other localities. Large 
cities, business centers, places where the 
people congregate, are the localities for 


exerting influences, but should never be 


chosen as places in which to prepare for 
this work.” 


Pres, Wire WEsTERN COL. 
LEGES.—A young and prominent Pres- 
ident of one of the larger colleges in 
one of our largest eastern States, has 
made himself conspicuous, on several 
recent occasions, by criticising with 
much severity our western colleges, and 
especially the denominational colleges 
of Ohic. He was sent as a delegate to 
the late Cincinnati National Convention, 
and there found opposed to his favorite 
candidate three very able candidates, 
two of whom are graduates of western 
colleges, and the third having received 
his education in another such institution 
without, however, having craduated, 
And finally, this unfortunate critic was 
compelled, by the force of events, to 
cast his vote with the rest for still an- 
other graduate, and that of an Ohio 
denominational instituuion, who was 
nominated fur President of the republic 
by his party.”” So says the Chicago 
correspondent of the Presbyterian, re- 
ferring, undoubtedly, to the President of 
Cornell University. 


Hell Gate 


Such was the startling head line 
of a dispatch in the daily papers 
last Monday morning. It was not 
however the, ‘* wide. gate” of 
which we read in Matt. vii: 13, that was 
destroyed, butareef in the channel of 
New York harbor. Government engi- 
neers have been undermining this reef 
for months and filling the cavities with 
nitro-glycerine. The chief engineer, 
General Newton, selected last Sabbath 
afternoon as the time for the explosion. 
Perhaps he was influenced in this choice 
by the name which the irreverent early 
navigators had given to the reef, and felt 
that blowing up hell gate would be fit- 
ting work for the Sabbath. More prob- 
ably he wanted to give the masses a 
holiday spectacle, and chose Sunday for 
their convenience. But whatever the 
motive, it was a wanton insult to the 
Christian people and Christian sentiment 
of the land. 

The spectacle does not seem to have 
been very grand after all. The follow- 
ing is the telegraphic account of it : 

“The best view of the whole explo- 
sion was from Hoyt’s place, seven hun- 
dred yards east of Hallett’s Point. The 
ground is high, and Hell Gate did not 
appear to be more than two hundred 
yards away. It was from this point that 
General Newton and the telegraph ope- 
rators sent the electric fluid into the 
mine. Suddenly a cloud of water turn- 
ed into white spray shot up just off Hal- 
lett’s Point. This was fullowed by 
clouds of black smoke, rock and lumber, 
and at the same momé€nt a heavy shock 
ran through the ground, and gave one 
the impression of being lifted about two 
inches. The sound of the explosion was 
not loud. There was a low rumbling 
sound and a deep cloud of yellow smoke, 
followed by rocks, and in ten seconds 
the water had again become level, and 
no traces were left but a large yellow 
space on the surface of the water, caused 
by mud and other substances. At the 
works it was found that the coffer dam, 
which surrounded the shaft, was entire- 
ly gone. A small house near the shaft 
was blown a distance of ten feet, but all 
the other buildings were just as they 
were before the explosion. The affair 
was a complete success, and the whole 
reef was blown up. The tide has been 


materially changed by the explosion, 
and now the current sets directly on Lit- 
tle and Big Mill Rocks. They will have 
to be exploded next.”

Emphasis.

The last criticism 
discouraged the student, and he ac- 
knowledged that he did not know how 
toread. The difficulty lies in the fact 
that the “‘ slow of heart to believe ”’ ap- 
ply to the whole of the sentence, and 
emphasis on any particular word en- 
tirely destroys the meaning, 


Tae AMERICAN Boarp.—The receipts 
of the American Board, says the Con- 
gregationalist for August, were $44,813, 
against $93,124 for the same month last 
year. The books, however, will be open 
a few days longer, as usual ; and all that 
is received this week will be counted 
with the receipts of the financial year 
now closing. The entire receipts the 
past year, to the date of this writing, 
have been $431.933. The amount the 
previous year was $468,620. The debt 
last year was $44,323 ; and it is likely to 
be about the same this year. 


True Happiness. 


A popular fallacy regarding the veritable 
source of true happiness results in dissat- 
isfaction of life, and perpetual complaint 
concerning circumstances bestowed. A 
most commendable characteristic of the 
numerous ingredients that go to make a hu- 
man character, is the propensity to look 
constantly on the bright side, and to make 
the best of everything in its natural course. 
It is not the possession of affluence that 
brings true enjoyment ; little acts of kind- 
ness to the deserving, affectionate answers 
to turn away wrath, and the public mani- 
festations of a truly Christian-like and con- 
scientious spirit, go further toward securing 
that desirable state of things than all other 
supposed causes combined. While wealth 
renders accessible many little things calcu- 
lated to give bodily ease and comfort, all

The Congregational Club meets every 
Monday at 1.30 Pp. m., at the library 
room of the first Cong. church edifice, 
cor. of Post and Mason streets, San 
Francisco. Ministers and members of 
Congregational churches are always cor- 
dially welcomed at these meetings. Vis- 
itors to the State, from the East or else- 
where are specially invited to find the 
place, and thus make the acquaintance 
of their brethren here. 


Now in his old age, after years of 
feebleness, James Lick has passed away. 
He died at the Lick House, last Sunday. 
He was for several days conscious that 
his end was coming nearer and nearer. 
He wassorrowfully buried on Wednesd’y. 
He has left his great fortune (accumu- 
lated more by the rise in value of real 
estate in this city than by great activity 
and skill in business) in the hands of 
trustees, (the third set appointed). who 
will, doubtless, execute his wishes, if 
they are able to proceed without legal 
embarrasiments. Of such embarrass- 
ments there is some danger; and there 
are lawyers who think that much of the 
estate will be frittered away in the 
courts, and that the remainder will 
finally go to distant legal heirs. Our 
hope is different from this opinion. We 
anticipate the building of the grand Ob- 
servatory, and the carrying out of the 
other main trusts of the deed, to the 
satisfaction of a great people. 


One of the Republican orators has 
been looking into the legislation of the 
State twenty-three years ago, and finds 
there that many of the prominent mem- 
bers of the Democratic party voted, di- 
rectly or indirectly, in favor of the com- 
ing hither of the Chinese. Particularly 
is this true of the vote on a bill to legal- 
ize contracts made abroad for bringing 
coolies to this state. This bill did not 
pass, but it was voted for by all the 
Democrats but a small band, who went 


. with the opposition, and defeated the 


measure. ‘That was long ago; but 
some of us were in the fight, and re- 
member the discussion’ and the issue. 


_ Those were the days when the hope of 
' Southern men was to get slavery into 
. this state, or to divide the state and get 


slavery into the southern part, or to get 


. asystem of cheap labor established as 


nearly like slavery as was possible. It 


_ was by the votes of D. C. Broderick and 
_ his special admirers, added to those of 


the other party, that the coolie system, 
as such, was not introduced and legal- 
ized here. The political use of that old 
record is of comparatively small value, 
as it rises to plague its inventors; but it 


calls on us to honor afresh the names of 


those who had the courage to break 
over party lines to defeat what they re- 
garded as a dangerous measure. 


The Rev. Dr. George B. Bacon, who 
spent the winter of 1874-5 on this coast, 
in pursuit of health, and returned some- 
what restored to his work in the Orange 


Valley Congregational church, N. J., 


has just died, at the age of forty, of 
consumption. He was one of the six 


sons of the Rev. Dr. Leonard Bacon, of 


New Haven, Ct., and had been the 


pastor of the church where he died 


about sixteen years. Those who saw 


him when here, and who knew that his 
oldest brother died of consumption, 


feared that he would never regain all 
that be had lost; but none supposed 
that the end would come so soon. He 
was a man of large abilities, many gifts, 
wide sympathies, and fine culture. His 
wisdom and his wit, his humanity and 
his piety, made him an inspiring preach- 
er, a loving pastor, and a genial friend. 


He had around him about all this world 


can yield, and he was the heir of all 
that heaven has to give. So short a 
life, so abruptly terminated, seems out 
of proportion. It would be so were 


‘there no hereafter. Our friend has gone 


where there is time enough to fill cut 
all harmonies and complete all imper- 
fections. 


A few weeks ago, Mr. J. L. Heywood, 
cashier of a bank in Northfield, Minn., 
was killed. He was given the alterna- 
tive to open the doors of the vault or 
be shot. Rather than betray the trust 
reposed in him, he perished. Three 
times the robbers commanded him to 
open the safe, and three times he re- 
fused, though pistols were at his head 
and a knife actually at bis throat. It 
is some satisfaction to know that the 
four or five robbers have since been 
captured, or killed in the attempt to 
capture them. But it isa greater thing 
to know that one bank had a cashier 
made of such stuff that he could not be 
intimidated. Generally, people excuse 
those who, under such scress, open the 
treasuries of which they are the guardi. 
ans. Of course they can be excused, 
but can they be justified? We say, 
No. Mr. Heywood was the sort of man 
we justify ; and that is the style of man 
we want in all places of respensibility— 
an honest, square, God-fearing, Christian 
man. We wish to pay our hamble trib- 
ute to the worth of a soul so beautiful, 
faithful, noble, and heroic. 


There has just been unveiled, among 
the statues in Union Square, New York, 
one of Lafayette. (Shall we ever have 
any fine statues adorning our public 
squares in this city?) This is what one 
paper says of the statue: ‘‘ The statue 
was presented by the French Govern- 
ment to New York, and the pedestal 
was presented by the French residents 
of that city. The statue is eleven feet 
high and is cast in bronze, from designs 
by Bartholdy. It was prepared by the 
direction of President Thiers, on behalf 
of the French Republic. Lafayette is 
represented in the prime of youth, step- 
ping from the boat on the American 
shore, his left hand extended, his right 
held against his breast, clasping his 
sword. On the base of the pedestal are 
the four inscriptions: ‘ Lafayette’ ; 
‘To the City of New York’; ‘ France 
in Remembrance of Sympathy in Time 
of Trial, 1870-71’; ‘As Soon as I 
Heard of American Independence my 
Heart was Enlisted’; ‘1776, Erected 
1876.2 As a work of art the statue is 
equal if not superior to anything in the 
country, and forms a grateful expression 
of the acknowledgment of the French 
Government.” 


We bave looked through the speech 
of the Hon. H. W. Blair, of New 
Hampshire, delivered in Congress, July 
29th, entitled, ‘‘ Free Schools: Are they 
in danger? If so, from what source ?”’ 
The speech fills twenty-one pamphlet 
pages, and goes much into the detail of 
recent assaults upon our free schools. 
The author shows, from the legislation 
of several of the states now in the hands 
of the Democratic party, especially Tex- 
as, that itis from the ascendancy of the 
Democratic party, headed by the com- 
pact organization of the Roman Catho- 
lics, that our schools are most in danger. 
This is one of the concluding para- 
graphs: ‘The North may possibly en- 
dure the calamity of a Democratic vic- 
tory, but it will be certain ruin for this 
generation to the South. During the 
past ten years, the South has really 
fought by all the agency she could em- 
ploy for the maintenance of her class- 
power. Her more advanced statesmen 
are beginning to see their mistake, but 
not fully; and still she hopes for a suc- 
cess, which, if achieved, will be destruc- 
tion. Should she now fail, her leaders 
will fully realize that, in the vain strug- 
gle to restore her supremacy through 
the Democratic party, she is losing all 
the magnificent prospects which spread 
out before her, if she will only yield to 
the irresistible current of events, accept 
heartily the new order of things, and, 
by elevating her labor, rise with it to 
the development of a destiny which, in 
its grand possibilities, surpasses all that 
poets have dreamed. But ‘the stars in 
their course fought against Sisera,’ and 
he fell at last by a woman’s hand; and 
why should the South any longer oppose 
her happier fortune and ruin everything 
in the vain attempt to roll the universe 
against the brakes of the Almighty?’” 


What difficulties other people have, 
and how much the same the undesirable 
types of human nature are all over the 
world, may be seen by the following 
excerpt from a late Australian paper: 
“Cases illustrating the gross parental 
neglect that is so common in this colony 
are continually coming before our courts. 
Only last Tuesday two young men and 
an attractive girl of seventeen were 
charged, before the Melbourne City Po- 
lice Magistrate, with violently robbing 
a sailor in a house of bad repute. The 
parents of all the prisoners were said to 
be hard-working, respectable persons ; 
but as they had not exercised proper 


authority over their children, the natural 
consequences had followed. The police 


| stated that the prisoners, who had been 


allowed torun about the streets insulting 
passers-by, had developed into vagrants, 
and finally to full-grown thieves. It 
was alleged that criminal instincts were 
so strong in the accused from the com- 
mencement that they were utterly un- 
manageable by the fathers and mothers. 
This may be true.in rare and exception- 
al instances, but parents in general can- 
not get rid of their moral responsibility 
by such a plea. As an almost invariable 
rule the nature of the child can be 
moulded into any desired shape, and 
when the parents are disgraced by their 
offspring the fact is traceable to laxity of 
discipline. But for this prevalent de- 
fect, one half the inmates of our indus- 
trial and reformatory-schools would not 
be in the custody of the state.” 


Take God’s Advice. 


Reader, did you ever “ran the rap- 
ids” in the St. Lawrence ? The “ Thous- 
and Islands”? have been left behind, the 
current of the river has grown more 
swift, and yonder on the blue bosom of 
the stream lie the white lines which 
mark the dangerous spot. The engines 
are slowed, a canoe shoots out from the 
shore, and the Indian pilot comes on 
board. Four men are at the wheel, the 
bell strikes, and presently you are amid 
the rapids. On either hand the waters 
break and boil like a caldron. You 
watch the river, and watch the pilot. 
Again and again, it seems to you that 
he is taking the vessel into the very 
jaws of destruction. He heads her 
toward yonder threatening rock, when 
you would surely have allowed her to 
swing the other way. Nothing would 
tempt you, however, to take his place. 
Not for the world, would you assume 
the responsibility of changing her 
course, for through those whirling, 
seething rapids you never went before, 
but he has “run” them a hundred 
times a summer. Your untrained eye 
sees only the surface, but he knows 
every hidden rock, every dangerous 
eddy, every bend of the tortuous chan- 
nel. Your most sage opinions are only 
guesswork, and it would be the wildest 
folly to put them in place of his life- 
long experience. 

Suppose, then, that our God possesses 
only such knowledge and skill as we 
accord to the Indian pilot. Say noth- 
ing now of his omniscence; leave out 
of the account all those attributes by 
which he grasps the end of all courses 
from their beginning ; suppose the coun- 
sels of his word to have as their basis 
only the gathered experience of all the 
generations. Would not his lightest ut- 
terance regarding the conduct of hu- 
man life have more weight than the 
weightiest words of men? For six 
thousand years he has been taking men 
through the rugged channels of human 
life. He has seen every voyage. His 
eye has followed each dancing shell 
into the rapids, and watched its course 
to the end. He knows why every bark 
that came to port came safe, why every 
wreck was wrecked. With such a pilot 
at hand, would any man presume to 
take the wheel himself, or venture to 
“port” his helm, when fe said “ star- 
board ? 

He has walked every street where 
men have walked. He has stood in 
every market-place where men have 
trafficked. He has been a witness to 
every bargain, from Esau’s sale of his 
birthright to Belknap’s sale of post- 
traderships. He was present when Job 
bought his first camels; he heard the 
last call of the stock-board. He noted 
the fact when Lot located his claim in 
the plain of the Jordan, and was equal- 
ly observant when English operators in- 
vested in Turkish securities, and when 
American Congressmen accepted shares 
in the ‘Credit Mobilier.’” Whether 
men have used their money to build 
railways, or found universities ; to cre- 
ate ** corners” in the market, or scatter 
Home Missionary churches along the 
frontier; to rear a Palace Hotel, or 
build Christian colleges on the bank of 
the Bosphorus—he has been conversant 
with every transaction ; has noted the 
gains and the losses, pecuniary, intel- 
lectual, spiritual. Who else has had 
such range of financial observation ? 
What other financial adviser so sound, 
so sagacious as he? If he advises men 
to ‘‘lay up for themselves treasures in 
heaven,’ who will give preference to 
any other investment ? 

He is quite familiar with the ‘“ Ten 
Great Religions” of the world. He 
knows the full significance alike of 
Fetichism and Positivism. He under- 
stands the constitution of the Brahmo- 
Somaj, and the misteries of the Druze 
Okkal. He is acquainted with the se- 
crets of the seance, and has seen the in- 
side of every “cabinet.” He alone, 
perhaps, can tell just what “ transcen- 
dentalism ” means. No rite of heath- 


enism, no excess of fanaticism, no doubt 
of scepticism has escaped his attention. 
The penances with which superstition 
strives to appease him, and the devices 
by which science seeks tosupersede him, 
are alike within his knowledge. He is 
wholly conversant with every answer 


‘which human ignorance or human wis- 


dom has made to the great question : 
‘How can men escape from their sins ?” 
And still he points the world to Jesus 
Christ, and lifts his voice to say : “‘ There 
is none other name under heaven given 
among men, whereby we must be 
saved.” Will any man venture to seek 
salvation in any other name? 


Week-Day Lecture. 


BY THE REV. A. L. STONE, D.D. 


Wednesday Evening, Sept. 27th, 1876. 

I suppose it may be within the con- 
sciousness of all of us that there are 
fluctuations in the Christian life. We 
are not always on the heights, full of 
strength and ardor, and making sensi- 
ble progress. We are often in the 
depths, emptied of all courageous in- 
spirations, and seemingly making no 
progress at all. 

It is with us in our Christian experi- 
ence as it is with a business man in the 
prosecution of his worldly affairs. A 
merchant will go into his store one day, 
and the whole aspect of the place is 
bright to him ; his clerks are alert, and 
nimble, and obliging; his goods open 
up to his satisfaction, in styles and qual- 
ity; customers throng his doors, and go 
away full-handed; and the day’s trans- 
actions sum up with large and profitable 
results. He feels comfortable and hap. 
py. He would not exchange his place 
or calling with any man on the street. 

He enters the same scene on another 
day, and everything seems changed. 
The ship he expected has not entered 
port; the wares he had ordered have 
not been delivered; bis clerks are dull 
and listless, and move as with leaden 
feet; customers are few and far be- 
tween, and are so particular and fastid- 
ious, there is no suiting with anything 
he has to offer. It is a hard day, and 
he feels depressed and weary. All ex- 
penses are going on, and very small 
profits coming in. His face is clouded, 
and his spirits are morbid and acrid. 

There are such frequent contrasts in 
the Christian’s life. One day the vis- 
ions of faith are transcendently cheer- 
ing and bright. He climbs with Moses 
to Pisgah’s top; the windows of heaven 
are open above him; the throne of God 
and the Lamb come into view; he hears 
the songs of angels, and gazes upon the 
beauty and splendor of the radiant 
bands. He feels as if he could go, in 
the strength of such a vision, across any 
desert of gloom. Another day, he 
walks only in the midst of cold fogs 
and driving mists ; the windows of heav- 
en are closed, and the gateways of the 
future are shut, and he stands in his 
lot, cheerless and alone. 

So it is with his hopefulness for him- 
self and the cause of Christ. He is en- 
couraged by victories over infirmities; 
he seems to be making progress in all 
the graces of christian character, and 
all the fruitfulness of christian service. 
And then again, he is drooping, down. 
cast and despondent; he doubts about 
himself; he almost despairs of the 
cause, 

Joy, too, is an inconstant visitor. 
Now he sings in the midst of dear com- 
panions, as with the lark’s morning 
song; every accent of his life is a note 
of praise, and every throb of his heart 
“keeps time.” And now, all things go 
against him, and he is silent and sad. 

His sensibilities sometimes gush and 
flow full and strong, like spring streams 
after the winter rains; every appeal of 
truth is heard, and every charity under- 
taken in the glow and freshness of ex- 
cited feeling. And then again, feeling 
is torpid and apathetic; a lethargy as 
of winter frost settles upon it; and the 
heart seems as hard as the “nether 
mill-stone.” 

Now, amid all these changes and fluc- 
tuations, one force of the Christian’s 
life, one element of his experience, at 
least, should be steady, constant, and 
abiding. There should be no fluctua- 
tion with his purpose, his aim, his con- 
trolling choice. He ought to be able to 
say at all times, with the Psalmist, “ My 
heart is fixed, O God! My heart is 
fixed!” None of the causes that affect 
his temperament, his outlook, and his 
feeling, should have any power over this 
steadfast devotion of his life to the ser- 
vice of Jesus. Whether Faith be on 
the mountain-top or in the darksome 
valley, he may repeat it to his spirit 
with the same resolute firmness, ** My 
heart is fixed ; I will serve God, I will 
follow Christ!” Whether Hope and 
Joy sing like twin angels, or stand by 
his side veiled, and drooping, and mute 
—he may still declare the one fixed and 


sovereign purpose of his soul : “T serve | 


God; I follow Jesus.” With or with- 
out feeling, in darkness or in light, in 
fellowship or in solitude, he may keep 
this one utterance clear and emphatic— 
“Christ is my Master, and his service 
my business in life.” 

This is a grand rallying-point of the 
soul. It is its sheet-anchor. It reaches 
it independent of outward conditions 
and of inward emotions. It controls 
conditions and emotions. It brings in 
again the visits of Joy and Hope, and 
gives new vision to Faith. 

Renew this purpose every day, and a 
hundred times a day. Keep fast hold 
of it. Never let your grasp upon it re- 
lax. It doesn’t matter so much how 
the aspects of your sky vary in the in- 
ner or the outer life, so long as you can 
make this formula your vital experience: 
“© My heart is fixed.”

PRESBYTERIAN.

It consists of three Presbyteries 
with twenty-three ministers and thirty- 
two churches, and 2043 communicants, 
Rev. James S. McDonald was in- 
stalled as pastor of the Presbyterian 
Church at San Rafael last Sunday. Two 
persons were received to this church at 
its last communion. 

METHODIST. 

The Committee on Indian affairs of 
the California Conference were able to 
give this very pleasing account of the 
Round Valley Reservation, which has 
been under the care of Rev. J. L. 
Burchard: “ The material, sanitary, ed. 
ucational, and religious interests of this 
agency make a most commendable 
showing. The produce of the farm is 
large and in great variety. Improve- 
ments, in the way of buildings for the 
reservation and dwellings for the In- 
dians, have been numerous. The school 
is well attended, and pupils are making 
rapid advancement. Drunkenness, li- 
centiousness, and profanity are vices 
scarcely named among this people for 
the last two years. Lawful marriages 
are multiplying, and thus a once fear. 
ful source of ruin to body and soul is 
being rapidly dried up. There are 865 
church members, four licensed exhort- 
ers, and five licensed local preachers. In 
regard to their christian steadfastness 
the Agent uses this language in his re- 
port: ‘I have never known as great 
stability with any race of people in their 
christian faith. One great need is 
‘that of a man among them whose sole 
business shall be that of pastor.’”,——An 
eligible lot and $2000 in subscriptions 
have already been obtained, with refer- 
ence to the erection of a new Methodist 
Church at Gold Hill, Nevada.—Ne- 
vada Conference commenced its session 
at Gold Hill, September 21st. Four- 
teen members were present.

‘cleared to European ports, and other 
miscellaneous shipments, from July 1st, 
the commencement of this cereal year, 
and ending with September Ist, being 
the first quarter of the cereal year of 
1876-1877, are as follows, by sea, to 
Great Britain and the Continent: 3,- 
233,229, shipped to Australia and other 
minor ports, by sea and rail, 18,000 ctls., 
making a grand total of 3,251,229 ctls. 
The movement during the month just 
closed goes on record as the largest 
monthly receipts and exports in the 
history of this port, exceeding that of 
the first quarter of the cereal year 1875- 
1876, by more than 1,200,000 ctls. Re- 
specting the week’s transactions, we had 
a good, strong market, with further im- 
proved quotation from abroad upon each 
day of public advices from the Liver- 
pool markets. Shippers have bought 
freely at $1.524 to $1.55, and for a very 
choice lot $1.574 has been paid. Choice 
milling sold up to $1.60. The market 


prices quoted. Bariry. — The de- 
mand for the best parcels of California 
barley for Eastern shipments by rail and 
sea, continues. Another vessel is now on 
berth loading, and will take a consider- 
able quantity. Overland shipments are 
liberal ; prices steady at $1.00 to $1.10 
as to quality, buyers are very exacting. 
Feed descriptions are very abundant and 
prices are low, and the market continues 
to favor the buyer at prices quoted. 
Oats—-We have another dull and de- 
clining market. The supply exceeds the 
demand. Corn—Has declined ma- 
terially, market favors the buyer at the 
low prices quoted.—Datry Propvucts 
The demand has been for choice and 
gilt-edged fresh roll; all other grades 
have been neglected. Pickled roll has 
had a fair call at 32} to 33$c. Choice 
California eggs have been scarce, and a 
further advance is to be noted. FEast- 
ern eggs are in good supply with a good 
demand. Woort—The shipments of 
this commodity during the month of 
August and September were very large, 
ageregating upwards of 12,000,000 Ibs. 
The demand for the past week has cer- 
tainly not been as brisk, and prices of 
the less desirable parcels are the turn 
lower. Choice northern are held at 19 
to 20c, an advance. San Joaquin and 
southern coast, good to choice 14 to 16e, } 
slightly burry 124 to 144. FRovirs— 
Peaches have been in light supply and a4 
corresponding demand. Apples have 
sold well at from 50c to 75c and $1 for 
very choice. Bartlett Pears are scarce. 
Grapes abundant. Horps—The mar- 
ket is firm, 274 has been paid for choice, 
and a further advance up to 30c is now 
demanded. New York and other mar- 
kets, however, do not justify these ex- 
treme prices, as yet.

Six Weeks of Jack, 


There must be some reason for the 
fact that, while here and there a par- 
ticular boy is universally liked, boys in 
general have rather a hard time in get- 
ting along. Mothers stand up for them, 
and aunts and grandmothers are famous 
for taking their part, through thick and 
thin; but the rest of the world finds 
itself relieved when the _ school-bell 
rings. “ Dear me! Six weeks of Jack !” 
was a lady’s exclamation, when a cer- 
tain lad’s vacation began, and he an- 
nounced it with the racket and riot 
which seem to fellow the boys wherever 
they go. Down dash the books, bang 
go the doors, up stairs and down stairs 
there is a rush,and a clatter, and asound 
of whoop and halloo. The nervous old 
gentleman stuffs his ears with cotton, 
the timid old lady locks her chamber 
door, the elegant grown-up brother, who 
is composing a sonnet, opens his and re- 
monstrates forcibly, and the pretty 
young lady sister confides to her inti- 
mate friend that there will be no peace 
now that the boys are at home. As in 
Jack’s case, so it is in many others. Six 
weeks of them is terrible to contem- 
plate. The boys are loved, certainly ; 
but they are dreaded, and they are 
treated less civilly than is desirable. 
The truth is, that it is partly their fault, 
and partly that of their elders, that 
they live so like Ishmaelites. To-day I 
will talk about their share in their own 
up-bringing. 

I think a boy should ask himself 
sometimes what he means to de. Not 
whether he intends to keep a candy-store 
or a pea-nut stand; to be a great hunt- 
er, or to sail around the globe, any of 
which occupations my cross his mind ; 
but what sort of a man he will make. 
There are certain books which every boy 
should read, so that he may be familiar 
with the stories of heroic men, who have 
done the most in the world’s history. 
He should try to imitate the brave ex- 
amples of the greatest men, that he may 
grow up honest, magnanimous, and 
courteous, 

A really fine boy may not be so good 
as some of the boys in the Sunday-school 
books are, but he will try to be good. 
He will be kind to all who are younger 
aud weaker than he. I never saw a 
large boy teasing, or frightening, or 
fighting with one smaller than himself, 
without setting him down as a coward 
and a bully. The manly boy consti- 
tutes himself the defender of his little 
friends, and would scorn to hurt them 
in hody or in mind. Neither will a boy 
whe has proper self-respect engage his 
own or his comrade’s leisure in torment- 
ing his sisters, or wounding their feel- 
ings. 

As for boys who amuse themselves 
with the sufferings of animals, of insects, 
of unfortunate dogs and cats, I have no 
toleration for them. I am sure they 
will become the pests of society. But 

my faith is strong in the boy whom all 
dogs love, on whose shoulder the kitten 
climbs, and from whose hand the birds 


eat. 

A boy should be fearless and full of 
courage. But he should not be reckless, 
nor should he let bis daring be the cause 
of anxiety to others. When Will and 
his mother are taking a walk, and she 
is distressed because he wants to climb 
to the top of the ravine, or to balance 
on the edge of a high cliff, even though 
her fears are exaggerated, and there is 
no real danger, yet he should not insist 
on doing or going where she prefers he 
would not. There is no manliness in 
that.

In plays, the boy who always plays 
fair, being above taking any mean or 
dishonest advantage, is the one who is 
best liked. In the long run, the boy 
who never cheats is the surest.to win, 
and to have a pleasant time, whether 
the game be marbles, base-ball, or any- 
thing else. 

I know that there are houses in which 
a boy has no rest for the sole of his foot. 
He may not take his thingr, whether 
tools, or toys, or books, into the parlor, 
for that is too sacred a place; nor into 
his mother’s room, nor into the ball, nor 
into the family sitting-room. Perbaps 
fault is found if he use his own bedroom 
for the traps, such as strings, bait, fish- 
hooks, stones, coins, postage stamps, 
butterflies, and birds’ eggs, which he is 
always accumulating. I am sorry for 
boys who have no little took to call 
their own; yet most of you, my young 
friends, can get one by being careful to 
keep your treasures in some one place, 
out of the way of the household. You 
can hardly expect that Bridget in the 
kitchen shall lke to find toads sporting 
in the sink, and tame rats in the closet. 
You cannot suppose that your chemical 
experiments will please sister Fanny, if 
you carry them on in the drawing-room. 
Try to arrange your own affairs so that 


those of everybody else. 

Be careful what you read. The pa- 
pers and books which many of you love 
are unwholesome and unrefined. be 
guided by those who tell you that the 
books you read have a great deal to do 
with making your characters and shap- 


ing your destinies for this life and the 
next. 


Conversation at the Table. 


Wherever else you are quiet, culti- 
vate the habit of talking pleasantly at 
the table. In far too many houses eat- 
ing is simply a piece of business, to be 
accomplished as speedily as_ possible. 
There is no unseemly quarreling, yet 
there is no brightness. Except the nec- 
essary requests that one or another may 
be helped, there is no conversation. 
With eyes bent upon their plates, father, 
mother, and children get through their 
meals as though they were a company 
of mutes. 

Of course, when guests are present, 
they endeavor to ke agreeable and en- 
tertaining ; but there is a manifest con- 
straint. It is very difficult to do for 
your guest what you are not in the way 
of doing for each other every day. The 
evident stiffness and formalism makes 
itself felt, and there is an absence of 
the lightness, ease, and grace that give 
added sweetness to the simplest fare. 

Form the habit of conversing at the 
table. Inform yourself beforehand, you 
who have the education and comfort 
of the household most upon your mind, 
of the current events of the day; then 
tell the rest about them. Invite discus- 
sion, which needs not degenerate into 
disputation or acrimonious argument. 
Never lose your temper when you are at 
dinner. It is dreadful for digestion, and 
fatal to good manners. Find fault else- 
where if need be, but let sunshine pre- 
vail when the family gathers about the 
family board. 

The power to converse well may be 
cultivated, just as the power to play 
skillfully upon an instrument may be ac- 
quired by practice. If half the young 
people who spend patient hours in run- 
ning up and down the scale, and in 
fingering the chromatic exercises, would 
devote a little while every day to the 
art of talking well and a greeably, we 
would hear something more than trite 
commonplaces from beautiful lips. The 
ability to converse elegantly is a very 
charming possession. Parents may aid 
their children in acquiring it if they 
take time and pains to see that three 
times a day, at least, there is an amus- 
ing, instructive, and delightful conver- 
sazione in their own circle.

The Moral Effects of Hurry, 


To the thoughtful, the moral conse- 
quences of tension and hurry are very 
saddening; to the physician, their phys- 
ical results are a matter of profound 
concern, for their grave evils come un- 
der his daily observation. No evolu- 
tion of force can take place with undue 
rapidity without damage to the ma- 
chine in which the transformation is ef- 
fected. Express railway stock has a 
much shorter term of use than that re- 
served for slower traffic. The law is 
universal, that intercity and duration of 
a:tion are invarsely proportional. It is, 
therefore, no matter of surprise to find 
the human nervous system is-no excep- 
tion to the law. The bigher salubrity 
of rural over urban life is not entirelya 
matter of fresh air and exercise. I[u- 
ral life involves leisure and pause in 
work, which are very essential to the 
maintenance of the nervous system in 
a state of true nutrition. Unremitting 
spasm soon ceases altogether. The 
high tension of life produces weakness 
at the very place where strength is most 
needed. The damage done the health 
of the most valuable part of the com- 
munity—-the best trained thinkers, most 
useful workers—is incalculable. Work 
and worry, though not proportional, are 
closely connected, and an excess of the 
former soon entails an increase in the 
latter beyond the limits which the ner- 
vous system can bear with impunity, 
especially under the conditions under 
which work has to be done. The ma- 
chinery for organizing the work of a 
community has to be rigid and inflexi- 
ble, and in a strain involved in bringing 
a changing organism into harmony with 
a machine, the former must inevitably 
suffer.

The walks should be 
rolled whenever there has been rain, 
while they are moist, until they become 
very compact. Place sod on the edge 
f the walks.
